In last week’s GEM, 
the item ‘Cemetery 
Approach: gardens plan 
taking shape ’, gives the 
impression that Conn 
Shirley Hodges and 
other Plaid Cymru 
councillors played a key 
role in saving Cemetery 
Approach from 
inappropriate housing 
development. 

Nothing could be 
further from the truth - 
an 11,300-signature 
petition gathered by 
members of the Save 
Cemetery Approach 
Action Group, supported 
by the people of Barry, 
finally persuaded the 
developers to throw in 
the towel. 

The action group, led

The developers then 
lodged an appeal, which 
they withdrew in the 
face of almost total 
opposition by the 
townspeople. 

Yes, Plaid Cymru 
councillors did oppose 
the housing plan, but 
played no part in 
gathering names for the 
petition or in the 
presenting of solid 
evidence which 
persuaded the developers 
to finally pull out. 

With regard to the 
proposed community 
garden, local people - 
not just councillors and 
unelected officers - 
MUST have a say in its 
development. To deny 
this right would be 
disgraceful.

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Fair funding for Wales a must 
as Assembly looks to budget 


I N the lead-up to 
the Chancellor’s 
autumn 
statement on 
Wednesday, there 
has been much 
speculation and 
concern about the 
impact his 
announcements will 
have on Wales and 
our public services. 

In his statement, the 
Chancellor laid out his 
spending review plans. 
On December 8,1 will 
present the Welsh 
Government’s draft 
Budget for next year 
(2016/17). 

This is based on the 
UK Government’s plans, 
which will result in 
financial 

‘consequentials’ for 
Wales in the areas of 
public spending that we 
are responsible for - 
health, social services, 
education, local 


government, housing, 
transport, arts, sport and 
the environment. 

In the current 
spending review period 
(2010-15) public 
spending has been 
reduced, year on year, as 
a result of the UK 
Government’s austerity 
measures, with the 
Welsh Government’s 
budget cut back by 
£1.3bn during that 
period. Our capital 
budget has also been cut 
by 30 per cent since 
2009. 

During this 
challenging period, I 
have worked to find new 
ways of supporting our 
capital spending on 
housing, health, 
education, transport and 
flood protection by 
carefully managing our 
remaining capital 
programme and using 
new and innovative 
ways to finance public 
spending, including 


assisting local authorities 
with their prudential 
borrowing, for highways 
and schools. 

This has enabled us to 
work together to build 
new schools like Ysgol 
Dewi Sant in Llantwit 
Major, which I was 
delighted to officially 
open with Coun Chris 
Elmore this week and to 
cut the turf for the new 
£22m Llantwit Major 
Comprehensive School 
building - all part of the 
£25m Llantwit learning 
community. 

This follows on from 
the Welsh Government 
and Vale Council’s 
investment in the £46m 
Penarth learning 
community and 
Cowbridge 

Comprehensive School. 
Our funding has enabled 
these wonderful new 
schools to be built. 

The Minister for 
Natural Resources also 
visited Barry and St 
Athan this week to 
launch the Arbed eco 
programme in 
Gibbonsdown, which 
will bring just over £2m 
of Welsh Government 
finance to externally 
clad almost 240 homes. 

In St Athan, we 
visited the new homes 
being built for local 
people with water 
sprinklers installed, to 
improve home fire 
safety. 

This is all about 


priorities. It is about 
how we choose to spend 
and manage our limited 
and reducing public 
finances on behalf of the 
people and businesses of 
Wales. 

This was the message 
I gave to the European 
Investment Bank and 
European Commission 
last week, when they 
visited Wales to advise 
us on new financial 
opportunities arising 
from the 315m Euros 
European Eund for 
Strategic Investment 
(EESI), which has 
identified the Velindre 
cancer centre as a 
possible early candidate 
for these funds. 

My visit to Velindre 
Hospital last week was 
also inspiring, as I met 
clinicians and Velindre 
Ambassadors who are 
developing a plan to 
transform cancer 
services in south east 
Wales. 

With the engagement 
of health boards and 
patients, they are 
developing a pioneering 
new hub and spoke 
service, including 
primary care and local 
hospitals in the delivery 
of the Velindre cancer 
services. 

Our commitment to 
invest in health and 
social services has been 
uppermost in our choice 
of priorities in this 
spending review. 


This has contributed 
to the pleasing 
announcement by the 
Treasury, as part of their 
annual public 
expenditure analysis that 
spending on vital public 
services is higher here in 
Wales than in any other 
part of the UK. 

The Welsh 

Government’s spend on 
health and social 
services is rising faster 
in Wales than anywhere 
else in the UK. We are 
spending seven per cent 
more on health and 
social services than in 
England (£172 more per 
person) and our spend 
on education is four per 
cent higher in Wales 
than in England. 

This is set against a 
challenging backdrop of 
UK Government policies 
on tax and benefits, with 
a report this week by the 
lES (Institute of Eiscal 
Studies) revealing that 
Wales could lose £600m 
because of planned 
changes affecting the 
lower income working 
families in Wales who 
we seek to support. 

This is set against the 
backdrop of the financial 
challenges we face as 
the Barnett Eormula 
continues to 
disadvantage Wales. 

That is why it is 
essential that Wales gets 
a ‘fairerfunding’deal 
from the UK 
Government.

RIDERS at Vale of 
Glamorgan RDA, a 
local riding centre for 
disabled children, are 
benefiting from new 
safety hats, thanks to 
the People’s Postcode 
Lottery.

Vigil to remember Somme 


THE Welsh National War 
Memorial in Cardiff will hold 
an overnight public vigil on 
June 30 next year - to mark the 
centenary of the Battle of the 
Somme, Culture Secretary 
John Whittingdale announced 
last week. 

There will also be a national vigil at 
Westminster Abbey and vigils in 
Scotland and Northern Ireland. 

A commemorative service at 
Manchester Cathedral on July 1, will 
be followed by a people’s procession 
through Manchester to Heaton Park, 
and performances featuring the Halle 
Orchestra. 

John Whittingdale said: “We must 
never forget the scale of what 


happened at the Somme. More died on 
the first day of battle than any other 
day of the First World War. 

“Almost every family in the country 
was touched by the devastating losses. 

“I hope people of all generations up 
and down the country will have the 
chance to attend an event and honour 
the bravery of those who sacrificed so 
much.” 

Communities interested in projects 
exploring the impact of the Battle of 
the Somme in the trenches or on the 
Home Front can apply for grants from 
the Heritage Lottery Fund’s First 
World War: Then and Now £4 million 
fund. 

They can also apply for funding to 
conserve and repair war memorials as 
an act of remembrance.

‘Terminally-ill deserve high quality care and support’ 


LEADER of the Welsh 
Conservatives, Andrew 
RT Davies AM, has added 
his voice to a Marie Curie 
campaign calling for the 
right of everyone to have 
palliative care when they 
need it. 

He joined the charity’s senior 
health care assistant, Tracy 
Tucker, at Ty Hywel in Cardiff 
Bay to back the campaign 
supporting people living with 
terminal illness and their 
families. 

The South Wales Central 
regional AM, Andrew R T 
Davies, said: “Having visited 
and seen first-hand the work 
Marie Curie nurses carry out to 
care for and support people 
living with a terminal illness in 


the Vale of Glamorgan, I am 
delighted to support the charity’s 
campaign to ensure that people 
who need palliative care services 
don’t miss out at the time when 
they need that care the most. 

“This dreadful disease has a 
huge impact on the patient and 
their family and we must ensure 
the necessary support and 
assistance is available and 
provided to everyone involved. 
That is a right that everyone 
deserves.” 

The campaign comes as Marie 
Curie revealed that only half of 
the people over the age of 50 in 
Wales - of whom there are 1.2 
million - are not confident they 
will get the care they need 
towards the end of their life. 

Currently, one in four people 
each year who need palliative 


care miss out because their 
needs are not recognised and 
they are not referred on to the 
right services. Marie Curie is 
calling on the Welsh 
Government to build on the 
good work already done to 
improve access to high quality 
palliative and end-of-life care for 
everyone with a terminal illness. 

Marie Curie will be launching 
a new integrated hospice-at - 
home service, in collaboration 
with Cardijf and the Vale 
University Health Board, in the 
New Year. It will transform care 
for those with a terminal illness 
by providing flexible, 24-hour 
care. 

The Marie Curie Cardiff & 
the Vale Hospice at Penarth is a 
30-bed unit providing specialist 
round the clock care. 


The hospice has a twice- 
monthly cafe for carers to meet. 

Simon Jones, head of policy 
and public affairs for Wales at 
Marie Curie, said: “We are 
incredibly grateful to Andrew R 
T Davies for supporting Marie 
Curie’s campaign. Much has 
been done in Wales over recent 
years to improve palliative care 
services but we must all 
continue to work to ensure that 
everyone with a terminal illness, 
whatever illness that might be or 
wherever they live, gets the high 
quality care and support they 
need and deserve.”

What they haven’t 
done, however, is ever 
coalesce into 
something 
cinematically 
satisfying. While 
Suzanne Collins’ prose 
may well engage the 
reader, when it comes 
to the films, despite the 
talent involved they’ve 
never been that 
thrilling, that 
engrossing. 

If the first part of 
this overly elongated 
farewell was a dull 
affair that saw little of 
any great note occur, 
then Mockingjay - Part 
2 comes armed with a 
little more style and 
substance, but 
ultimately feels both 
dragged out and 
undercooked, the story 
stretched to extremes at 
just over two hours but, 
lead characters aside, 
lacking any great 
depth. 

Director Francis 
Lawrence has overseen 
75 per cent of this 
franchise, and is more 
than comfortable with 
what he has to do. 

The scope of the 
piece is impressive, this 
world full of rubble and 
destruction having a 
superb sense of scale;’ 
while the crazy death 
traps of the first film 
are brought onto the 
streets as Katniss and 
Co’s march towards 
President Snow is 
made all that trickier by 
oil that contains wire 
traps, machine guns 


and creatures that have 
more than a little bite 
in them. 

It’s when the stakes 
are most high, when 
the characters are in 
danger that the film 
really works, a sewer- 
set sequence tense, 
claustrophobic and 
well-handled, but all 
too often the film 
settles itself into the 
lowest gear and 
ploughs through the 
story. 

There are story 
elements that are lofty 
and satisfying - 
Katniss becoming a 
propaganda tool rather 
than a revolutionary, 
the true cost of the 
battle as lives are lost 
and Peeta’s (Josh 
Hutcherson) post- 
traumatic conditioning 
to try and kill Katniss - 
but these often get lost 
in the mix, while the 
way that some 
supporting characters 
are dealt with is poor 
and unforgiving, 
especially when you 
consider how stretched 
the story is across the 
two parts. 

Jennifer Lawrence is 
always convincing as 
Katniss, who, reaching 
the endgame, has to 
make dangerous 
choices and decisions, 
while Hutcherson 
impresses the most as 
he unravels, desperate 
to save himself and 
help his friends, even if 
it may have lethal 
consequences. 


A raft of quality 
actors back them up but 
feel undercooked, not 
least Julianne Moore’s 
rebel leader whose 
story arc is so 
underplayed its 
resolution, which 
should be a 

grandstanding moment, 
barely registers. 

It’s this sense of so 
little happening that 
really grates. Across 
the two hours there is 
so much to bring to a 
conclusion, but for a 
final part of a four film 
(three book) story there 
is so little urgency it 
frustrates, leading to 
plot points and 
characters being given 
short shrift. 

It also offers few 
surprises for those not 
having read the books, 
the story playing out 
with predictability that 
doesn’t really help, 
while the love triangle 
element gets more time 
than the meatier story 
strand of standing up 
for what you believe in 
and fighting back. 

All in all, it’s 
something of a weak 
film, an argument for 
why, rather than 
splitting Mockingjay, it 
should have been one 
film that would have 
been punchier and had 
more dramatic heft - 
instead by splitting the 
films, and arguably 
focusing more on profit 
than creating 
something worthwhile, 
it fails to thrill.

Story of a 'rugby 
spellbound people' 


IF you are looking 
for a rugby book to 
buy a loved one for 
Christmas, Gwyn 
Prescott’s The Birth 
of Rugby in Cardiff 
and Wales 
(published by St 
David’s Press at 
£16.99), could fit 
the bill. 

Wales fell in love 
with rugby union more 
than 100 years ago, and 
this feeling is as intense 
today as it was in the 
late 1800s. 

How well I remember 
my uncles Jackie and 
Phillip Donovan taking 
me with them every 
Saturday afternoon in

the late 1940s and early 
1950s and the banter 
that would go on 
between supporters on 
the packed stands. 

I wonder whatever 
happened to all those 
blue coloured 
programmes I collected 
week after week? Had I 
held on to them they 
would no doubt be 
worth a few bob today! 

The Welsh obsession 
with rugby was already 
evident in 1899 when 
supporters packed 
Cardiff’s Westgate 
Street, where once the 
River Taff ran through, 
from wall to wall for a 
Triple Crown decider 
against Ireland. 

An advocate of 
soccer in the town 
commented in 1901: “To 
carry one of those funny 
round balls through the 
streets meant running 
the gauntlet of curious 
onlookers.” 

Rugby was 
undoubtedly the 
sporting heartbeat of 
Cardiff, with more than 
230 clubs in 1895 the 
year the first Welsh 
Grand National was 
held at Cardiff’s Ely 
Racecourse. 

But how did this 
obsession with rugby 
grip Cardiff and the 
industrial towns of south 
Wales, and why did the 
Welsh quickly beome 
‘this rugby spellbound 
people’? 

In this new, expanded 
and heavily illustrated 
book, Gwyn Prescott 
draws on previously 
unused sources to 
provide a fresh and 
fascinating insight into 
the origins and early 
years of the game in 
Cardiff. 

He outlines how its 
citizens of all 
backgrounds, its many 
distinct districts, and its 
commercial and 
religious interests took 
rugby to their hearts 
through the 
establishment of the 
famous Arms Park as 
the focal point of rugby 
in Wales. 

This well researched 
book by Prescott, who 
played alongside Gareth 
Edwards in the 1965 


Welsh Secondary 
Schools team and who 
later played for 
Cambridge University, 
has a foreword by 
Gareth Williams who 
writes: ‘The 
incomparable Bleddyn 
(Williams) would have 
enjoyed reading Gwyn 
Prescott’s book. So will 
you.’ 

It is a must for any 
rugby fan worth their 
salt!

O NE of the things many 
people yearn for is ‘the 
village life’ - the sense 
of community, continuity and 
safety.

1 BEGIN this 
month’s column 
by reflecting 
on the issues that 
are currently 
facing the Vale of 
Glamorgan 
Council, as we 
head into the 
budget rounds for 
another year. 

Unfortunately, as 
usual we have to look at 
the services that we are 
able to provide as a 
council, against the 
ever-depleting financial 
support from the UK 
Government and 
thereafter from the 
Welsh Government. 

Normally, at this time 
of the year during the 
budget-setting process, 
we know roughly how 
much money in the rate 
support grant we will 
get for the next 
financial year. 

However, this year that 
is not the case. 

As I write this piece, 

I await with bated 
breath the 

announcement from the 
Chancellor of the 
Exchequer in his 
comprehensive 
spending review on 
Wednesday, November 
25. However, I don’t 
expect good news, 
although I hope that I 
am wrong. 

Once this is known, 
we will still have to 
wait until January 8 
before the Welsh 
Government announce 
their spending plans, 
which will include the 
amount of money they 
will allocate to this 
council. 

In the meantime, we 
will be making some 
assumptions, and for 
those interested in the 
stark reality of the 
council’s dilemma you 
will find it outlined in 
the initial financial 
budget reports to the 
cabinet dated November 
16 on the council’s 
website. 

Leaving that aside, 
and realising ifs only a 
few weeks until 
Christmas, I have been 
reviewing the line-up of 
council-supported 
events for the 2015 
festive season. .. 

I am really pleased to 
confirm that over the 
past few months, the 
Vale of Glamorgan 
Council’s economic 
development team has 
been working to put 
together a programme 
of events that will see 
the Vale’s town centres 
and shopping streets 
become a hive of 
activity this December. 

Therefore, to help 
make this a reality and 
assist in enabling our 
town centres and 
shopping areas to 
prosper, the council’s 
team of officers have 
worked with 
communities and 
organisations, across the 
Vale of Glamorgan, to 
find ways of 
encouraging shoppers to 
visit and explore what’s 


on offer. 

At the beginning of 
the festive season we 
will be helping by 
supporting the 
Christmas light switch- 
on celebrations in all of 
the Vale’s towns and a 
number of our villages, 
too. 

Everyone involved 
has worked to pull out 
all the stops this year 
and collectively we 
have put together a 
series of events that I 
hope will be bigger and 
better than ever before. 

The programme of 
festivities kicks off with 
the High Street 
Christmas Light Switch- 
On in Barry this Eriday 
(November 27). So 
wrap up warm and 
come along and enjoy 
festive street 
entertainers, live music 
and meet Santa and his 
reindeer. 

After this, Santa’s 
next stop will be 
Llantwit Major on 
Saturday (November 

28) to enjoy live music, 
a lantern parade and to 
see the town’s lights 
switched on at 7pm. 

On the same day. 
King Square, Barry will 
once again come to life 
with a spectacular 3D 
Christmas projection 
show transforming the 
town hall building. 

Last year, the display 
was acclaimed in the 
national press as the 
best Christmas lights 
switch-on in Wales and 
we are hoping to make 
this year’s event bigger 
and better. 

The Christmas 
atmosphere will start at 
12 noon with live 
music, festive street 
entertainers and street 
artists as well as a 
Christmas market 
featuring local traders. 
The 10-minute 
projection show will 
start at 5pm and 
features a festive story 
with music and jolly 
Christmas images. 

Then we will count 
down to the big switch- 
on of the Holton Road 
lights. Both the light 
show and the switch-on 
will be introduced by 
local hero and current 
IBE featherweight 
champion Lee Selby. 

This will be the 
Vale’s showpiece event 
and I am very confident 
that we can build on last 
year’s success and bring 
even more people to 
King Square. 

Sunday (November 

29) will see a very busy 
Lather Christmas and 
his real live reindeer 
return to the ever-loved 
Cowbridge reindeer 
parade. 

GEM readers who 
attend will be able to 
enjoy food stalls and a 
play village, before the 
Christmas lights are 
switched on at 5:15pm. 
On the same day, the 
Penarth Christmas 
Eestival will also be 
getting under way. 

The festival starts 
with a parade at 1.45pm 
at West House and the 


festival will include 
nativity scenes, live 
music and 

entertainment, plus of 
course another 
appearance by Santa. 

The lights at this 
event will be switched 
on at 5pm. At the same 
time, in St Athan, 
Behnaz Akhgar, BBC 
Wales weather 
presenter, will be 
turning on the village’s 
Christmas lights as part 
of an event which starts 
at 3pm and features 
festive street 
entertainers, live music, 
mulled wine and mince 
pies. 

Once the town 
centres and high streets 
across the Vale are lit 
with Christmas cheer, 
the council will 
continue to support a 
series of events 
designed to encourage 
business and the 
shopping experience on 
offer at our unique 
shops and enterprises. 

Eirst up will be the 
traditional Dickensian 
Christmas fayre in 
Dinas Powys on Eriday, 
December 4. This long- 
running event in the 
heart of the old village 
is a great antidote to 
city centre crowds. 

This is equally true 
of the Christmas artisan 
market taking place on 
Saturday, December 5 
on Barry’s High Street 
and of the Crafts for 
Christmas event at St 
Donat’s Castle on 
Sunday, December 6. 

All of these events 
should mean the Vale is 
fully into the Christmas 
spirit by the time the 
‘Let It Snow’ event 
returns to Central Park 
in Barry on Saturday, 


December 12. Eor one 
day only, the park will 
become a festive arena 
complete with snow, 
festive live music, street 
entertainers and 
Christmas play 
workshops. This is an 
excellent family day out 
and I hope many of you 
will be there. 

To help boost local 
trade and, hopefully, 
make the challenge of 
Christmas shopping a 
little easier, the Vale of 
Glamorgan Council is 
supporting traders in 
Penarth and Cowbridge 
in their festive late night 
shopping nights. 

Both town centres 
offer something very 
different and I am 
delighted we have been 
able to work with them 
to give shoppers the 
chance to see all they 
have to offer at a time 
that is often more 
convenient. 

You can visit shops 
in Cowbridge until 8pm 
on Thursday, December 
10 and shops in Penarth 
until the same time on 
Thursday, December 17. 

Einally, for all of 
those residents who find 
themselves still 
searching for gifts as 
the big day approaches 
there will be one last 
big local shopping event 
in Llantwit Major on 
Saturday, December 19. 

Shoppers can browse 
at craft and gift stalls 
for some last minute 
Christmas presents 
while enjoying festive 
music and entertainment 
at the town’s shopping 
precinct. 

These events are 
great examples of how 
the Vale of Glamorgan 
Council works to 


support local businesses 
and traders. Thriving 
local businesses have 
long been part of the 
fabric of the Vale and 
are something that this 
council will continue to 
work to see flourish. 

Finally, and I am 
sorry to refer back to 
finances, but before 
anyone criticises my 
comments about 
supporting town 
centres, I can confirm 
that as a council we will 
be seriously 

reconsidering if (and it’s 
a big if), we should 
introduce car parking 
charges in Barry and 
Cowbridge town 
centres, after having 
conversations with local 
traders and business 
people in both towns. 

Instead, we will be 
looking at it again and 
working with both town 
councils to come to a 
solution, if there is one, 
as it is clear that there 
are concerns and I 
obviously understand 
why that is the case. 

However, we also 
have to realise that 
providing car parking 
throughout the Vale of 
Glamorgan costs about 
£350,000 a year which 
is equivalent to roughly 
increasing the council 
tax by slightly less than 
1 per cent. 

This is just to 
maintain and keep them 
open. As town centre 
car parking is not one of 
the council’s statutory 
duties (something we 
are legally required to 
do) and neither is it one 
of our priorities in 
spending, particularly in 
the current financial 
climate, clearly we have 
to find alternative ways 
of keeping them open 
and finding alternative 
cuts elsewhere to 
balance the books. 

I began this column 
by saying things will not 
be easy next year and 
beyond and finding at 
least £25m of cuts in 
services in the next 
three years will be 
diffcult. 

However, be assured, 
we will set priorities 
that will achieve the 
best results and 
services within our 
limited resources.

to sweep away character 
assassination^ says speaker

A BLUE plaque has 
been unveiled at the 
Penarth home of 
Saunders Lewis - to 
mark his 

contribution to the 
literary and 

political life of 
Wales in the 20th 
century. 

Mr Lewis was a 
leading playwright, poet, 
historian and literary 
critic and also a founder 
member of Plaid Cymru 
- the Party of Wales. 

The plaque was 
unveiled by former Plaid 
MP and Assembly 
Member Dafydd Wigley 
at Westbourne Road, 
where Mr Lewis lived for 
more than 30 years until 
his death in 1985. 

Guests were 

welcomed by Adrian 
Roper, who chairs the 
Penarth branch of Plaid 
Cymru, and by Granville 
John, the current 
householder, who has 
preserved some of Mr 
Lewis’ furniture in his 
study. 

Assembly Member 
Bethan Jenkins, the 
party’s culture 

spokesperson, said Mr 
Lewis had been at the 
very heart of the party 
and was a key part of the 
party’s history. 

Lord Wigley thanked 
Mr John for allowing the 
plaque to be put up at Mr 
Lewis’ old home. He 
said Saunders Lewis had 
made history and he 
referred to his extensive 
contributions to many 
fields of Welsh life in the 
last century. 

Guests at the 
ceremony included two 
grand-daughters of Mr 
Lewis, Siwan Jones and 
Bethan Elen Jones, and 
Siwan’s son, Sion. They 
were joined by 
representatives of the 
Roman Catholic Church 
and party members and 
supporters, including 
chief executive 

Rhuanedd Richards and 
members of the party’s 
history society. 

In the evening, Dafydd 
Wigley gave a speech on 
Saunders Lewis, Plaid 
Cymru and Europe, 
linking Mr Lewis’ vision 
of Wales taking its 
rightful place as a 
European nation, with 
the current debate on 
membership of the 
European Union. 

Lord Wigley also said 
it was high time to sweep 
away the campaign of 
character assassination 
which had been waged 
against Mr Lewis over 
the years. 

Describing him as 


“one of the giants of 
Wales”, he said: “It is 
always important that a 
nation remembers its 
leaders in the fields 
of literature, drama, 
history, philosophy, 
religion or politics and 
Saunders Lewis was a 
leader in all these six 
spheres of Welsh life in 
the middle part of the 
20 th century. 

“It is particularly 
timely that we should at 
this juncture - as we face 
a referendum on our 
continued membership of 
the European 

Union - remember the 
European vision that he 
brought to Welsh politics. 

“In this context, the 
time is ripe to re-assess 
his contribution and to 
see him as a mainstream 
European politician, way 
ahead of his time in 
Wales. 

“It is also time to 
sweep away the character 
assassination deliberately 
waged against him both 
during his life and even 



after his death. He was a 
great man whom we 
should - as a nation and 
across political 

boundaries - be proud to 
salute.” 

Guests at the evening 
event, which was held at 
Evenlode Primary 
School, were welcomed 
by Mr Roper on behalf of 
Plaid Penarth. 

The meeting was 
chaired by Dafydd 
Try Stan Davies, the 
party’s Assembly 

candidate for Cardiff 
South and Penarth, and a 


vote of thanks was given 
by Dafydd Williams, 
who chairs the Plaid 
Cymru History Society. 

Mr Roper said later 
that Plaid Penarth, which 
organised the event with 
the party’s history 
society, was extremely 
grateful to everyone who 
made the day such a 
success. 

“I am particularly 
grateful to Granville 
John and his wife, 
Philippa, for their 
support and hospitality 
and to all the people who 
attended the unveiling 
and the evening 
meeting,” he said. 

“We are always happy 
to welcome new 
members and anyone 
interested can come and 
meet us at one of our 
monthly meetings, which 
are held at the Albion, 
Glebe Street, Penarth on 
the first Tuesday of each 
month from 7.30pm.”

He took 
The Rug Stall over 17 years ago, and it 
had been there under a previous owner for 
20 or so years before that. 

For a business to survive that long there 
must be a formula, and in Alastair’s case it 
is simple - offer a massive range at keen 
prices. 

He said: “We stock designs from 
traditional to super-modem, and have a 
wide range of catalogues if someone 
wants to order something special.” 

He and all the other traders in the Rhiw 


are owner-operators, and believe in the 
value of personal service. 

The reason the Rhiw has been in the 
news, of course, is that the old multi¬ 
storey car park there has been 
demolished - to be replaced by a 
landmark £9m development featuring an 
all-new car park, 28 apartments and a 
commercial unit suitable for a shop, cafe 
or restaurant. 

It has been a plank of council policy for 
a while now to get more people living in 
Bridgend town centre, and this 
development addresses that aim. 

Funded by the Welsh Government, 


Coastal Housing Group and Bridgend 
County Borough Council (BCBC), the 
project forms part of the Vibrant and 
Viable Places (VVP) programme which 
has secured £5.9m support from the Welsh 
Government. 

The aim is to create a safer, more 
modem car park while creating a 
community of people living in the town 
centre who will use local shops, boost 
trade and help support the night-time 
economy.

The car park will be 
ready for October 2016 
while the apartments 
and commercial unit are 
set to be completed by 
the end of March 2017. 

The 28 apartments 
will be classed as 
affordable housing, with 
separate parking, and 
will be aimed at people 
on modest incomes who 
either work in or near 
the town centre, or who 
commute. 

As part of the VVP 
programme, more 
vacant space above 
existing town centre 
shops will be converted 
into affordable 
accommodation. 

A BCBC spokesman 
said: “The new car park 
will offer 248 bays and 
54 cycle spaces as well 
as customer lifts, 
dedicated disabled and 
family parking, a 
ground-level pedestrian 
crossing to give easy 
access to the nearby 
market and town centre 
shops, flexible parking 
payment options, and 
modern security 
measures including 
CCTV, improved 
lighting and new safety 
standards designed in 
partnership with South 
Wales Police.” 

Clearly, it’s a positive 
development for the 
town, but retailers need 
support during the 


transitional period. 

Edward Davies of 
Williams and Evans in 
Queen Street knows a 
thing or two about 
transistional periods. 
There has been a 
menswear shop in this 
premises for a 
staggering 115 years.

MOUNTING TOLL OF SHIPS 
OFF OUR ‘STERN AND 
INHOSPITABLE COAST’... 


W ITH all the 
storms we 
have had of 
late, let’s cast our 
minds back 150 years 
to when a ‘visit’ to 
the Vale sea shore 
was far from a 
pleasure. 

For unfortunate souls 
it was their last visit to 
the beach. According 
to, among others, 
Lloyd’s Index of 
Shipwrecks, at least 20 
vessels came to grief 
here in the 10 years 
1860 to 1870 - and 
quite possibly more. 
Records show that at 
least 60 souls were lost, 
but many more were 
never accounted for. 

Recalling a trip by 
steam packet, Charles 
Cliffe in his Book of 
South Wales of 1848 
states: 'Shoreward, the 
objects passed are Sully 
and Barry Island, and 
the small port of 
Aberthaw, the headland 
beyond which is 
graphically called 
Breaksea Point. 

'The coast from 
hence to Nash Point is 
stern and inhospitable 
until the beautiful 
wooded dingle of St 
Donat’s, with its castle 
and watch-tower, opens 
with an effect like an 
oasis in a stony desert.’ 

Despite the provision 
of two lighthouses by 
the Brethren of Trinity 
House on Nash Point 
following the dreadful 
Frolic disaster of March 
17, 1831 - in which 
some 78 passengers and 
crew lost their lives (no 
survivors to tell the tale) 
the Nash Sands still 
claimed at least five 
vessels over the period 
mentioned above. 

They were practically 
all sailing ships of 
various descriptions. 
With the advent of 
steam power in the 
1820s and a spate of 
early packets coming to 
grief along the coasts of 
Ireland and south 
Wales, by the 1860s the 
steam ships seemed to 
have overcome those 
early problems. 

With power, 
manoeuvrability and 
speed they could cope 
quite well, even in 
pretty extreme 
conditions. Not so the 
many sailing vessels 
that went from one 
small port to another, or 
even further afield 
across the ocean. 

A change of wind 
direction, tidal sets and 
sometimes just bad 
seamanship made travel 
by sail still precarious. 
Many of the victims 
were filling the 
graveyards of the 
churches in the Vale. 

On November 14, 
1860, Porthkerry beach 
claimed the sloop 
Reserve carrying stone: 
all three crew were lost. 
There was a south¬ 
westerly force 7 gale in 
progress. 

Nash Point comes 
into focus on July 28, 


1861 when the barque 
Mary And Dejfus (built 
in 1855 at Prince 
Edward Island) 
foundered there after a 
‘collision’. The ship 
was carrying coal under 
the control of Captain 
Groves. Although 
classed as A1 at 
Lloyd’s, only three of 
the crew of nine 
survived. 

Later the Stag - 
schooner, under the 
ownership of Rusden, 
Gosling & Co, was lost 
off Penarth. No further 
details are available. 

On the first of 
September 1861, the 
Villiers got into trouble 
on the Mixon Bank. A 
bit out of our remit here 
- but the tale of one of 
the crew is worth a 
mention: ‘A young lad 
by the name of Peachy, 
one of the survivors of 
the Villiers, made local 
headlines by surviving 
three shipwrecks in six 
months. 

‘In early 1861, he 
was aboard the barque 
Orissa when it sank off 
Cape St Verde on March 
20. With other 
survivors he landed at 
Liverpool and joined 
the Villiers. Landed at 
Swansea after the loss 
of the Villiers, he signed 
aboard the Fanny, 
which was completely 
destroyed by fire at sea 
on October 22 ’! 

One wonders if he 
was welcome on board 
another ship to continue 
his seafaring career! 

Breaksea Point, 
Aberthaw, was the final 
resting place of the 
Sarah. A smack 
carrying coal was a 
victim of a south¬ 
westerly force 6 gale; so 
was one of the crew on 
April 2, 1862. 

The following 
November a far worse 
loss was recorded at - 
yet again - Nash Sands. 
With a cargo of citrus 
fruits and leather, 
believed to be from 
Spain, the brig Gillies 
was victim to a WSW 
gale force 9 with all the 
crew of 12 lost. 

On January 19 the 
following year, it was 
the Mary Jenkins whose 
turn it was to perish on 
the Nash. Carrying 
wheat, this schooner 
went down with all 
hands in a gale force 10. 
No names recorded. 

Also, in January that 
year, the Russian barque 
Heinrich Sorenson, 
which was bound from 
Cardiff to Bordeaux in 
ballast, was driven 
ashore in a storm onto 
Breaksea Point, 
Aberthaw. 

With the ship’s boat 
lost the crew of 12 tried 
to swim ashore. Help, 
however, was at hand 
because William .John 
of Limpert Farm and 
three other local men 
went into the water to 
rescue the crew. 

Mr William John had 
plenty of experience in 
rescues along this 
dangerous stretch of

coast and on this 
occasion was awarded 
the RNLI silver medal 
for bravery. 

The Magnet, built as 
a smack and converted 
into a schooner, was 
carrying copper ore 
from Padstow to 
Swansea when she 
foundered at Porthcawl 
on October 29,1865. 

Barely a month later 
on November 25, the 
Elphis, under the 
command of Captain 
Blackburn, was carrying 
coal. Although classed 
as A1 at Lloyd’s, she 
was no match for the 
dreaded Nash Point - 
coming ashore in Cwm 
Nash. 

Although ashore on 
the beach, the south-by¬ 
east force 10 gale 
ensured that only two of 
the crew of 11 lived to 
tell the tale. A couple 
of months later, on 
January 5, 1866, the 
Bonanza, carrying coal 
from Newport to the 
Cape of Good Hope, 
was caught in a WSW 
force 9 gale, driven on 
the beach at Barry 
Island (then still very 
much an island) and 
stranded. Only three of 
the 12 crew survived. 

In March the same 
year, the schooner 
Mounts Bay, registered 
in Truro, was lost at 
Aberthaw; nothing else 
is known. At about the 
same time and same 
place (March 6, 1866 to 
be exact), the barque 
Emil bound for Cardiff 
from Bremen in ballast 
foundered on the 
Breaksea in a storm 
force 11. 

Of the crew of 11, 
three were lost. 
Amazingly on the 28th 
of the same month, the 
same part of the coast 
claimed yet another 
victim - this time the 
schooner Charm which 
hailed from Penzance. 

Captain Young was 
the master but again, no 
record of the victims at 
Aberthaw. 

Further up the coast 
at Port Talbot, the Venus 
went down with copper 
ore in 1867. We then 
have a succession of 
boats ‘stranded and lost’ 
for which information is 
minimal. On February 
5, 1868 the Sampson 
was lost on Sully Island 
in ballast against a 
south force 6. Of the 
crew of five, four got to 
safety. 

On September 25 the 
same year, Eliza from 
Penzance was lost on 
Barry beach. In March 
the following year the 
Wabash with a cargo of 
cast iron ingots and pigs 
was lost with all hands 
on the West Scar Sands. 
Meanwhile on October 
10, 1869 the Golden 
Fleece, on its way from 
Cardiff to Alexandria, 
came to grief on 
Lavernock Point. 


This time we have a 
fuller account: 
‘Foundered in wind 
conditions WNWforce 
5. The Master was 
acquitted of blame, the 
court being of the 
opinion that the loss of 
the vessel was probably 
caused by one of the 
coal ports in the bunker 
becoming adrift. 

‘Having left Cardiff 
on the day she was lost 
carrying 2,445 tons of 
cargo, with the wind 
fresh from the S'W the 
Master deemed it 
prudent to anchor in the 
Roads whilst the crew 
were employed in 
putting the ship in order 
for her voyage. 

‘Her boilers were 
banked up, maintaining 
a full head of steam and 
the pumps at 8pm 
indicated the ship was 
perfectly tight and dry. 
At 9.30pm the second 
engineer reported water 
coming out of the 
starboard bunker into 
the boiler room, and 
that she was filling fast. 
Her cables were slipped 
and within minutes her 
engine was going 
ahead, the Master 
heading for the shore to 
run her aground. 

‘The boats were got 
ready, all hands called 
on deck and distress 
signals fired. The 
steamer then suddenly 
‘heeled’ over to 
starboard and appeared 
to settle, so her engines 
were stopped and with 
the exception of cook’s 
assistant, who was 
missing, the crew left 
the vessel in their own 
boat. 

‘She sank bow first at 
10pm, one man going 
down with the ship.’ 

But Nash Point was 
again the last resting 
place of a ship - this 
time the Amelie on 
April 17, 1870. On a 
voyage from Cardiff to 
Lucon with a cargo of 
coal and other 
unspecified goods she 
was stranded and lost. 
Only one crew member 
survived. 

In November of the 
same year the schooner 
Emily Agnes on her 
voyage from Bristol to 


Dublin with a cargo of 
stone under command 
of Captain Watkins was 
lost off Penarth in a SW 
force 6 to force 9. 

Three of the crew were 
drowned. 

Finally, the last word 
goes to the Nash Sands 
(again). This time the 
casualty was the New 
Dominion sailing from 
Charlotte Town, Prince 
Edward Island to 
Cardiff with a cargo of 
oats, under the 
command of Captain 
Lawrence Kirkham and 
classed as A1 with 
Lloyd’s. 

She sailed from 
Prince Edward Island 
on December 18, 1870 
and made Lundy Island 
light by January 2. The 
following day the 
weather became very 
thick but when Morte 
Head was sighted dead 
ahead at noon, one mile 
off, the ship was tacked 
to the NE, the wind at 
the time being ESE. 

At 2.30pm land was 
again seen dead ahead 
one mile distant, and the 
ship was tacked to the 
southward, the lead and 
line indicating she had 
10.5 fathoms of water 
beneath the keel. Two 
further casts of the lead 
gave 13 fathoms when 
suddenly she struck, 
bumped heavily, and sea 
commenced to make a 
clean breach over her. 

So great was the 
force of the waves, that 
she quickly broke into 
two amidships and her 
crew were compelled to 
take to the boats. 

At the Court of 
Inquiry held at 
Liverpool, it was 
considered that the 
Master had failed to use 
the lead sufficiently 
when standing towards 
the dangerous sands on 
the Welsh coast. 

He also neglected to 
make any due 
allowance for the set 
and strength of the tide, 
whereby he became 
confined inside the 
Nash Sands. 

The court found the 
Master in default, and 
ordered his certificate 
suspended for three 
months.

Tinancial sector

1 MUST confess 
that I have little 
time for the 
First Minister, 
Carwyn Jones AM 
and that said, his 
diatribe in last 
week’s GEM 
plumbed new 
depths. 

At best, he was being 
disingenuous in all of his 
claims. Fet’s look at 
each one in turn. 

Mr Jones claims that 
the Chancellor is 
proposing to “do away 
with tax credits”, but he 
should know better. The 
proposal is to change the 
level of tax credits. 

He then tells us that 
families will be at risk of 
losing an average of 
£1,300, yet the Institute 
of Fiscal Studies put the 
figure at £459. 

Who is right? The 
First Minister tells us 
that some will be £3,000 
worse off, representing a 
cut of 10 per cent in 
income to our lowest 
paid. 

The reduction of 
£3,000 presumably 
relates to someone 
earning £30k pa, which 
is £5,000 more than the 
average wage in Wales. 
Fewest paid! 

Of course, the 
changes will impact 
upon people and that 
should not be 
underestimated, but we 
deserve better than 
dodgy statistics. 

The First Minister 
then tells us that it was 
the financial sector that 
“crashed the world 
economy”. 


That sector certainly 
played a role - but in 
truth, the issues were far 
broader than reckless 
lending - or should that 
be reckless borrowing? 
Was anyone forced to 
borrow? 

In the UK, Gordon 
Brown steadfastly 
refused to regulate the 
financial sector. In 
reality, levels of 
Government borrowing 
in say, Spain, Greece 
and yes, the UK, had 
become unsustainable, 
added to which 
economies around the 
world were grinding to a 
halt, all of which 
contributed to the 
worldwide recession. 

Mr Jones then tells us 
that businesses cannot 
afford to pay the living 
wage. Which 
businesses? Perhaps 
those in the financial 
sector or the major 
retailers, or maybe those 
that avoid paying 
Corporation Tax. 

If he is really 
concerned about local 
businesses, perhaps he 
could take action on 
business rates. 

Having shed crocodile 
tears and forgetting to 
mention the recent 11 
per cent pay rise for 
AMs, he shares his 
concern that those who 
lose tax credits will have 
less to spend. 

True, so what about 
taking some positive 
action, such as freezing 
council tax, as they have 
in England and 
Scotland?

Home loss 
for Penarth 
hockey team 


ON an already relatively quiet 
weekend, Penarth Hockey
